‘in the two cases: In diplomatic 
circles there was mérely a ‘feeling 


of pained surprise, because it was’ 
‘considered: a breach of the agree- 


ment .by which "the various 
governments had bound themselves 
not to take this step. separately. 
As one member of the Diplomatic 
Corps said; “Tt is an old story, this 
separate action by one Power— 
and not in China only.” ° 

The Peking public was moved by 
quite other considerations. The 
technical and diplomatic side of 
the question left them cold, but 
what did, cause & certain amount 


of “excitement, was the. fear that 


this change might be a preliminary 
to the early removal of the Lega- 
tions, Indeed, ‘for a short time, 
definite rumours were going about 
‘that the Italian Government had 
offered the Legation site to, the 
Papel Nuncio. .This was denled 
both by the Legation and the 
Catholic organizations concerned. 


But the Peking  dovecotes were 


quite considefably fluttered. 


Not, a Pressing Matter 

“From inquiries here at various 
Legations I gather that the 
removal of the’ Legations south is 
not, at the moment, a. burming 
question’ and ‘is not being seriously 
considered as ‘a’ matter of practi- 
cal politics. A slight Indication of 
this is the fact.that the American 
Guard have just ‘built a ‘large 
Recreation Hall on thelr drill- 
ground, out of canteen funds, 


which they would scarcely have’ 


done, if an early departure of the 
Guard were intended. 

For the diplomats there still 
remains the - difficult question: 

“ Where then are we to move to?” 
If there were any clear and rea- 
sonable indications as to where the 
capital of China was Ukely to be 
permanently eatablished,. at any 
tate for the next fifty years or s0, 
the Legations'. would move to- 
morrow, Such, however, 1s not 
the vase; and’ everybody has his 
own pet thedry on this: subject.
